State Department Head 
Urges Enactment Of 
Administration Program 


WASHINGTON (lP)—Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull, declaring that 
“Germany could easily cross the At- 
lantic” if Britain falJs, urged to- 
day speedy enactment of the admin- 
istration’s aid-to-Britain bill in or- 
der to defeat “aggression and ty- 
rannica] rule.” 

He told the house foreign affairs 
committee that a German move 
against this hemisphere, particu- 
larly across the South Atlantic, 
would be an easy matter “unless we 
are prepared to do what Britain is 
doing now.” 

Hull was the first witness as the 
committee opened hearings on the 
historic measure in an atmosphere 
surcharged by the personal exchange 
yesterday between President Roose- 
velt and Sen. Burton K. Wheeler, 
D., Mont., leader of the opposition 
forces. 

Hull said the Johnson Act, bar- 
ring credits or loans to Britain and 
other debt-defaulting nations, would 
not appear to be involved by the 
bill “because the act does not apply 
to this government or a public cor- 
poration,” or a public corporation 
in which the government has a ma- 
jor interest. 

The bill would supersede several 
provisions of the 1938 neutrality act, 
Hull stated, mentioning the author- 
ity that would be given the Presi- 
dent to allow the outfitting and 
arming of warships in American 
ports. 

Rear Admiral Samuel M. Robin- 
son, chief of the Navy’s bureau of 
ships, today asked authorization for 
a $300,000,000 expenditure for im- 
proving anti-aircraft defenses on 
American warships. He said that 
even with this money it would take 
the Navy two to three years Ww, 
equip the fleet with the protection 
indicated by European war experi- | 
ence to be necessary. 

Chief anti-aircraft defenses, he, 
revealed will be armor shields for: 
“topside” gun and signal crews, and 
a much heavier complement of rap- 
id-firing pom-pom guns of 1.1 inch 
size.

Upon appeal to him, 
Genera] Crowder. head of the serv- 
ice administration. upheld the 
board. The issue, thereupon was 
put up to Secretary of War Peker 
At the bottom of the letter. de- 
manding exemption, the secretary 
wrote. ‘No. Remember, there’s no 
such thing as absolute indispensi-

mitted to die even’”’ 
Principal the Same 

The colonel recognizes that our 
draft law of 1917 and our 1940 se- 
lective service law aren't identical. 

“But the principal.” he says, ‘‘is 
the same. Success of the system 
depends upon the local boards, 
made up of the registrants’ friends 
and neighbors 

“That first World war job was 
tremendous. When it was over, the 
American people were agreed that 
selective service is the most demo- 
cratic, efficient, economical and 
fairest method of securing men for 
our military forces. 

“Nobody's happier than I am in 
the thought that today we're not 
raising an army to fight in France 
or anywhere else. We're training 
these boys to insure us against 
war. That doesn’t change the fact 
that selective service is proving 
just as practical and efficient today’ 
as it did in actual wartime. 

“And never forget that the lion’s 
share of the credit goes to the local 
boards.”

UNIVERSITY IS HELD 
LIABLE FOR WATER 
COMPANY TAXES 


SAN FRANCISCO, (lP}—University 
of California was held Hable to- 
day for federal taxes on the Bear 
Gulch Water Company, San Ma- 
teo County, in a decision by the 
U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The court dismissed the argument 
that the water company, which the 
University owns through its board 
of regents, was organized and op- 
erated exclusively for educational 
purposes. The court said it was a 
business enterprise, conducted for 
profit. 

Accordingly it ruled the Univers- 
ity must pay taxes of $6888 for 1933 
and $7645 for 1934. The company 
serves Menlo Park, Atherton and 
Woodside.
